Itis said to be by far tbe longest "dis- 
tance that power has heretofore 
been 
conveyed. 
The distance from Colgate 


to the mines of tbis county by the wire 
route is fully 300 miles.- And yet ma- 
chinery 
demanding in tho aggregate 


thousands of horso power is.conveyed 
over this vast distance by means of a 
couple of strings of copper wire. Noise- 
lessly

road districts, such overseers

elected every two years 
The super- 


visors willhave 
the supervision 
of 


the roads and the allowance of the 
bills for road work, but the handling 
of the fund« :md the employment of 
labor upon the roads is to be taken 


Sout 


of their hands. 
We regard 
this 


measure 
as by all odds the 
most 


important and desirable step in the 
direction cf reform that has 
been 


introduced 
by the present 
legisla- 


ture. 
The existing method of road 
- maintenance 
has 
proved the most 


costly that has ever been tried in 
the state. 
How, in the face ofitsin- 


herent weakness and proven ineffici- 
ency, ithas been allowed to cumber 
the statute books forso many 3'ears 
is a mystery. 
There is not a single 


redeeming feature 
about it. With 


the same amount of money expended 
under the system of small districts, 
and a road overseer foreach district, 
the results would have been farmore 
satisfactory. 
The supervisors 
have 


no doubt done the best they could 
witha poor law. 
We have no com- 


plaint tomake against them. 
For 


mileage not to exceed $300 per year, 
they could not be expected 
to per- 


sonally 
supervise 
every 
dollar's 


worth of road work performed with- 
in their jurisdiction. 
And without 


personal supervision by competent 
men itis impossible to secure judici- 
ous aud efficient work. .Road over- 
seers can be elected by the residents 
of the district, selected 
only from 
-the qualified electors of the respect- 
ive districts. 
They willbe paid a 


per diem, and they are expected 
to 


work on the roads 
themselves 
as 


well as hire other labor when re- 
quired. 
The fact that poor results 


followed the roadoverseer system in 
years gone by inAmador county is 
no argument 
against 
the method. 


The roads were simply starved for 
lack of funds. 
Fancy a road tax of 


five cents on the $100, as 
the total 


revenue fromproperty tax to keep 
up all our county roads. 
This would 


give about $2000. 
Suppose the road 


polltax would give an equal amount. 
This would make $4000 per year as 
.the 
sum 
total available 
for road 


purposes. 
Is itsurprising that the 


results 
were imperceptible. 
They 


had no money to spend, and without 
. money noman, however qualified he 


may be in road construction, 
can 


make a showing. 
Now we are rais- 


ing 50 cents on the $100 ior road 
purposes, or ten times 
the amount 


expended under the former 
system, 
' 


and who willcontend that the coun- 
tyis getting adequate 
results 
from 


such a heavy tax. 
We hope the 


proposed road law willpass. Itwill 
atone formany shortcomings in the 
, present legislature if this measure 


replaces 
the admittedly 
miserable 


system now in vogue. 
Ifour repre- 


sentatives willdo their utmost for 
the passage 
of this law they will

the gratitnde of 
the people 


generally.

THE Board ofSupervisor of Amador county 


do ordain as follows:

Every male citizen over twenty- 
one years of ago and under tifty-flve years of 
age found inany Road Distilct of the county of 
Amador, State of California, during the time 
for the collection of Road Poll Taxes forthe 
year nineteen hundred and three, excepting all

who were honorably discharged 
from 
services 
in the army or navy of the United 
States any time between the firstday of April, 
in the year ofour Lord IS9I,and the firstday of 
May, in the year otour Lord 1565, shall pay to 
the Assessor of Amador county, or his agent 
an annual Road Poll Tax in the sum of Two 
Dollars, lawful money of the United States, 
and every such person not exempt as above set 
forth in any Road District ot said 
Amador 
county who has not paid the same insomo other 
district must pay the said amount of Hoad Poll 
Tax so" levied.

was born in Virginia in 


1820. 
He came to Amador 
county in 


1863, at first living'in the vicinity of 
Aqueduct. 
The only occupation 
that 


he followed during his long residence 
was hunting and trapping. 
Tho ex- 


citement of gold digging affected him 
but little. He 
preferred 
the excite- 


ment 
of hunting. 
About 
the only 


effects found on the premises 
he oc- 


cupied were a couple of old-fashioned 
weapons— a muzzle loading shotgun and 
a rifle—pistol and. knife. 
His habits 


and mode of living were more in ac- 
cordance 
with' the Indian than the 


white man. 
He adopted 
the 
ways of 


pioneer 
times, and adhered 
to them 


faithfully to the end. 
Being of a 


morose, silent and unbending disposi- 
tion, he formed no acquaintances, 
and 


liveda hermit life. 
He has no rela- 


tives in the state, and leaves 
no prop- 


erty; the cabin in which be lived by 
suffranee for over 40 years 
being built 


on land belonging to another. 


Robert Henry Morris, an old pioneer 


and wellknown character, 
was found 


•load in his cabin near 
Slabtown 
on 


Sunday 
morning last. 
Morris had 


been in feeble health for a long time, 
incident to the infirmities of old age. 
He was able to care for himself. 
In- 


deed, he was of that eccentric nature 
that he would brook no company, 
and 


lived a lonely huntsman's 
lifu from the 


very date 
of his arrival in Amador 


county in1853. 'Over iiyear ago, those 
in j the neighborhood, 
realizing hi' 


growing inability to earn 
tiis own liv- 


ing, and also the fact that hi* disposi- 
tionand habits were such that it was 
inadvisable for him to attempt 
to go 


to the county hospital,
